involved

bonds. 
“ Pennsylvania pays $1.41 
per ton 
‘mud ta x ’ for every ton 
of products, 
not handled on its railroads, because 
of the 
deplorable 
condition 
of 
the 
roads. 
“ Annually 
this ‘mud 
tax’ 
over­ 
reaches the twenty 
million 
m ark—a 
dead loss to the citizens and most of 
all, to the farmers, who have to wear 
out their horses and wagon* unneces­

rival of Slate Militia. 


Harriston, Miss., Kept. 29. — Two 
drug crazed colored boys, brothers, be­ 
gan a reign of murder that ended only 
alter three white men, three colored 
men aud a colored woman ha.I been 
killed, several persons wounded aud 
two boys lynched. 
A serious clash between tile races j 
was prevented by the arrival on a spe­ 
cial train of a company of national 
guardsmen from Natchez. 
The dead are: Sheriff G. ll. Ham­ 
mett, former Constable Frank Kelnst- 
Iv, Claude Freeman, Johanna Aiken, 
Tom Weeks, Jesse Thompson, Thead 
Grayson. 
Walter ami Will Jones, lynched. 
Tile shooting was started by Walter 
Jones, twenty years old, iii the colored 
quarter, where the colored woman aud 
Thead Grayson were shot ami killed. 
Walter then went to the home of his 
mother and aroused his eighteen-year- 
old brother. Together they proceeded 
through the main street of tile little 
town, firing at everyone in sight. 
The two boys went to the home of 
former Constable Frank Kelnstly, and 
when be responded to their call to 
come out he was shot through the head 
by Walter Jones. 
Keinstly’s son Wil­ 
liam saw ids father fall and reached 
for a gun, but before be could fire lie 
received a bullet in one of his hands. 
The Yazoo A- Mississippi Valley de­ 
pot is near the Kelnstly homo, and the 
two colored youths walked in that di­ 
rection. 
A train had 
arrived from 
Natchez jest a few moments before, 
and 
Conductor E. B. Appleby wrs 
s t a n d i n g at the station talking to Flag­ 
man VV. c. Bond. Without warning the 
two boy* tired on them and both fell 
Then the tboys directed their fire at 
Claude Freeman, who was waiting for 
i train to take him to his home at 
Fayette, Miss. Ile was instantly killed. 
The negroes then fired Into the train, 
terrorizing the passengers. 
With Hie blood lust a* the high e t 
pitch, the two youths made their way 
to a cotton iced house nearby. 
Frightened citizens by this time had 
gathered their wits together and tele­ 
phoned for Sheriff Hemmett, at Fay- 
ettte. Summoning termer Sheriff Gillis 
to accompany him. Hammett started 
for Harriston on horseback. 
A small crowd of men wert firing 
into the seed house, but no one had 
ventured to lead the posse to the place. 
Taking a few men with him Sheriff 
Hammett, heavily armed, started t o 
watcjs the seed house, whereupon Wal­ 
ter Jones went to the tall grass near­ 
by and as Hammett approached the 
colored man fired, killing him instant­ 
ly. A - hot from the seed house brought 
down Gillis. 
Finding his hiding place too precar­ 
ious. Will Jones started to run towards 
a coal chute nearby, but had gone only 
a few steps when a bullet ended his 
life. A rope wa 
pla* • d around the 
boily, It was st, one up to a telegraph 
pole near the station and became a 
target for everyone not shooting at the 
seed house 
Soon after Will Jones was killed. 
Walter Jones picked Tom Weeks, col 
ored, off the m al chute by his deadly 
aim Weeks fell to the ground dead. 
Not long after Weeks was killed the 
special 
train 
bearing the Natchez 
guardsmen arrived. While the soldiers 
were detraining the crowd rushed the 
sited house. 
Not a shot greeted them. and as the 
le n d e r s wont into the place with drawn 
weapons they found Walter Jones oui- 
plot el y unnerved but not injured. They 
quid Iv placed a rope around his neck 
and rushed him to the coal chute. Af 
the captive was drawn up the rope 
bro!.* 
and he fell 
heavily to the 
ground. 
Not a word or act of protest came 
from Jones when a larger jupe was 
drawn around his neck and again he 
was pulled up.
